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STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Northumberland, quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Forbush Hall in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March, next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects, to wit: 

1. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk for 
the ensuing year. 

2. ‘To choose by ballot and major vote three selectmen, 
one Or more road agents, and all other necessary town of- 
ficers, agents and auditors for the ensuing year, including 
one or more fish and game wardens. 

3. ‘Lo choose one library trustee for the ensuing three 
years. | 

4. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise, in addition to the amount required by law, forthe sup- 
port of schools. 

2. 1loseé what sum of money the town will vote to 
taise for the repairs of school houses, and school books and 
supplies for the year. 

6. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of town paupers, to pay town officers, 
and to apply upon the principal and interest of the town 
debt, and other necessary expenses arising within the town. 

-7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 


raise for the building and repairing of highways and bridges. 


8. To see if the town will vote to have a liquor agent. 
9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
pay the Groveton Electric Tight Co. for lighting the streets 
of Groveton village for one year, commencing April Ist,1900, 
and raise money for the saine. 
10. To see if the town will vote a discount upon all 
taxes paid on or before Sept. Ist, 1900, and at what rate. 
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11. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote to raise for sewers for the ensuing year. 

12. To see if the town will vote to put in the proposed 
system of sewerage designed by Geo. H. Allen in 1896, and 
issue bonds not to exceed twenty thousand dollars to pay for 
the same. } 

13. ‘To see if the town will vote to lay out a highway 
leading from Cumberland street across the Grand Trunk rail- 
road to the homestead of John Costello. 

14. Tosee if the town will vote to discount four (4) 
per cent. upon taxes paid on or before June 30th, 1900, and 
two (2) per cent. upon all taxes paid on or before Oct. Ist, 
1900. | 

15. To see if the town will vote to build a new and suit- 
able school house in District No. 3 the ensuing year, and ap- 
propriate money for the same, also to vote under whose 
supervision the same shall be constructed. | |
